Arrival of the Pacific. 

WAR DATES TO NOVEMBER \5lk. 

Tlio steamer Pacific: litis just arrived, 
from San Francisco, bringing (lie following 
news : 

Nashville, Nov. 12,— Gen. Crittenden's corps, 

tinder Gen. Matthew Woods, entered Lebanon, 
Tenn. on the lOih, driving Morgan's cavalry, nnd 
capturing a large amount of Hour, bacon, bouts 
nnd shoes, and a number ol tunics and prisoners. 
Next morning Morgan made a thtsli on Wood's 
camp, S miles fium Lebanon, and captured 3U 
men. 

On I lie morning ol" Hie nth Parker's brigade en- 
countered 800 rebel cavalry ni tinllatin' Tcun., 
capturing 2 men nnd 1 piece of artillery. 

Baltimore, Nov. 14. — A special dispaieli 
in Ihi! American from Harper's Ferry of to- 
day says lhal parlies from Washington nnd 
scouts report that Stonewall Jackson had 
imssed through Winchester on Monday, and 
ilini Gen. Hill folluwctl on Tuesday. It i- 
believed thai Jackson is now between Win- 
chester and Harper's Perry. 

Skirmishing between pickets has been re- 
sumed. Gen. Slocuni, in command at Har- 
per's Ferry, has sufficient force lo hold the 

place. 

\\ ashing ton, Nov. 15, — Limit. Rogers, ol 
the rebel Gen. A. H. Hill's .-tit t J , was cap- 
ture cl yesterday near Leesburg. He says 
that Jackson will be in Cumberland within 
'24 bonis. Similar rumors of Jackson's 
movements aie received from Harper's 
Ferry. 

LS'kw York. Nov. 13 — The Herald's cor- 
respondent at Harper's Perry reports that 
Stonewall Jackson bus moved his i'oice from 
the vicinity of Front Royal, and is now en- 
camped at Newton, 7 miles from the Win- 
chester and liomney turnpike. His force is 
estimated at 25,000 to 40,000 men and 10 
pieces of artillery. 

A special despatch in the TriUune says il 
is reporled that the rebels have occupied 
Thornton and Chester Caps, in Uurnside's 
icar, in force. 

Philadelphia, November 15. — The En- 
quirer's correspondent at Gainesville, Vu.. 
writing on the 13th, pays : Two negroes, 
brought in yesterday, report Gen. Lee on the 
Gordonsville road about it mile Irom Culpep- 
per, Longstreet is said to be on the $ perry* 
ville road, near Culptpper. Jackson's forces 
are reported to be on I be opposite side of 
Waterloo Bridge, within n short distance of 
our lorccs which nre lying near there. Gen. 
A. P. Hill was near Front Royal, while the 
other Hill was with Jackson. The Confeder- 
ates are making* every preparation lor uu im- 
pending battle.

The News. 



Tlio news by the PuciOc is six tlnys Inter 
tlmn by the Sierra Nevada, ant] throws some 
additional light on the movements ul the bel- 
ligerents. In Hie southwest the Confederates 
were drawing their forces and supplies towards 
Cliattanooya, on the Alabama frontier in the 
direction of Georgia, liragy's movements 
were supposed to indicate an intention to 
cross over from Kentucky into the frontiers ol 
Virginia, bin it is nol very probable. Stone- 
wall Jackson was between Winchester and 
Harper's Ferry, whilst the main body of the 
Qpn federates were near Gordonsville. Burn- 
side was advancing, and a battle was impend, 
ing. The Federals were massing troops in 
.Vorth Carolina on the railroad line from Wil- 
mington to Richmond, whether for the purpose 
of acting in conjunction with another advance 
on Richmond, or merely to distract the atten- 
tion of the Confederates, is not clear. Stone- 
wall Jackson is playing some such game near 
Winchester. Hot between Gordonsville and 
Winchester the Confederates are said to lie 
strongly posted ; anil it is not improbable that 
if they are there, the advance of Burnside 
will be disputed. So we may really expect a 
fight on n grand scale. McClellan prepared 
himself fur a fall by being slow ; and Burnside 
may consequently be expected to go faster. 
The conclusion in the Northern mind that the 
South cannot be whipped except by fighting 
is now so strong, that Federal generals have 
got to do something. 

The removal of McClellan was lor diso- 
bedience of the orders of Gen. Hallsek in 
not moving faster, and by thnt means cap- 
turing the confederates in Maryland. Nev- 
ertheless, we shall not be surprised if lie is 
recalled before many months. Sanders, who 
made bis way from the Sooth to Kllgland 
na Canada, has returned and reports the 
early rcognilion of the South. A Ricluvrond 
paper expresses no hope of leeognition. 
But the telegram that Slidcll had had an 
interview with Louis Napoleon gives color 
to tho Sanders' statemcnl, liiough it cannot 
probably be estimated higher than that I he 
Confederate cause is looking up in France. 
In England the tone of the ruling classes is 
still in favor of neutrality and non-recog- 
nition. M. Cobden sins what is true — the 
combat tants would btill fight on though tho 
independence of ihe South wore recognized,

Registration of Vetera. 



We perceive that there ate fiome ^igns of 
awakening to Ihe present unsatisfactory slate 
of Ihe law relating to the registration of 
votp.ra. Dr. Trimble's notice of his intention 
10/lntrodnce a bill for the purpose of lemedy- 
i,Hg tho defects now existing is not a whit 
/too early. We doubt, over, judging lrom 
I present appearances— from the free-atid-eas)' 
manner in which public business is carried 
on, if he is time enough in bis movement. 
If he would do away with tho present 
anomalous stale of things, ho must wake up 
and put a little life in his colleagues also. 
We referred not long ago to the position of 
•ur present registration law, by which tha 
lime for registration of voters is limited to 
the first fourteen days in January in each 
year. It is scarcely necessary fur us to go 
inlo tho subject to show how utterly un- 
stiited such a provision is for a new country 
like ours. However well it might answer in 
an old country where properly changes hands 
very slowly— where everything is of a more 
stable character— it is evidently altogether 
Oiit of its latitude in a place where Ihe very 
reverse obtains. Registration once a year may 
do very well in England, but a quarterly 
registralion would not be loo often for this 
country. Legislation must bo carried on 
by the application of principles lo existing 
circumstances, not by merely copying from 
the statute books of oilier countries enact- 
ments containing Ihosn principles applied lo 
things as they are there, without any regard 
as to whether or not Ihe same conditions 
exist hero. We must make legislation fit 
the facts, and not endeavor to make facts 
suit legislation. 

Decimal Currency. 

While " no quorum" has for some lime past 
been the order of the day in the House of 
Assembly, the Legislative Council have, to spealt 
candidly, been really doing the country good 
service. Despairing, wc suppose, of receiving 
mush from the exertions of tho Lower House 
in the way of originating useful measures, 
they have manfully Bet to work and shown 
what they are able to do when they have tho 
desire. Xot long ago they sent down tho 
Harbor Bill, so much needed, and now wc 
have one of tho most useful measures of the 
whole session in the shape of a Bill introdu- 
cing the decimal currency. Tho measure has 
been long needed and long delayed, but better 
late than never. On the whole it seems pretty 
well calculated to meet the object in view. 
Monetary transactions, both private and gov- 
ernmental, will be greatly facilitated by the 
change, and the inconvenience of having two 
systems of currency— oho in fact thooi etical 
and the other practical— will be obviated. 
This i.3 the system ; the only rational one that 
must ultimately prevail in every civilized na- 
tion. In older countries change is difficult, 
nnd must in general lie gradual. It took the 
French Revolution to place Franco in a con- 
dition to receive the system, but new coun- 
tries adopt new ideas. No existing order is 
disturbed to any appreciable extent. Con- 
venience is paramount lo any reverence for 
existing institutions and has no (ear ol change. 
'We hope the Legislative Council will not stop 
with the useful measures they have so far in- 
augurated. They may make some amends for 
the obstrnotivelsui that prevail.-; in the Lower 
House.

The Fight in the Theatre. 

Yesterday morning; John Nowland and .T. 
11. Saunders appeared bolore the Police Mugis 
troto, to answer u charge of fighting in the 
theatre. 

After a preliminary examination, cross 
charges of assault were entered by the diree- 
tion of the Bench. 

J. JI. Saunders suid that lie litul formerly 
kept a store adjoining the theatre, und bad 
during that time permission from the manager 
to accommodate certain squaws, his (witness') 
particular friends, with seals in boxes situate 
beneath the dress circle. On Thursday night, 
while standing near the door, two squaw 
friends rushed out and told him Unit there was 
a man inside, llu told officer Dumphy ol the 
circumstance, and followed him into the box. 
Nowland applied an abusive epithet to htm, 
upon which a fight ensued. Witness did not 
strike the first blow. 

Nowland then told his story, saying that 
Saunders was a man who associated constantly 
with squaws, and attended at the theatre to 
protect them, lie (witness) found the theatre 
full when he entered, und accordingly wont 
into the box that ho might have an opportu- 
nity of hearing the new company ol minstrels. 
Some squaws therein ordered him out, and he 
refused lo go. They went anil told their 
holly Saunders, who came in, and culling him u 
" d — d loafer," caught him by the throat and 
tried to eject him. lie did nut strike the first 
blow, but he certainly hit his assailant. 

Saunders confessed he hud fought a little. 
" Yes,' - taid Xowland. " you did all you could, 
and then went and called a policeman." 

In reply to inquiries from the Bench, Saun- 
ders admitted that he had no authority to 
eject Nowland, but urged that he had for- 
merly kept a store next door. 

The Bench — That is no authority. Had 
yon paid for admission > 

Saunders— No. I bought three liekcis lor 
sqtmws, but nuiio for myself. 

The Bench — Then you had no right there 
at all. 

Mr. F. W. Bell, the manager, stated that 
lormei'ly, when Saunders occupied the adjoin- 
nig store, he had granted him the privilege of 
selling fruit in the theatre on condition of his 
supplying a door-keeper, lie had further given 
him permission to introduce favorite squaws 
to the before-mentioned boxed. Now, how- 
ever, all agreement hud ceased, Saunders hav- 
ing sold out, so he had uc right whatever lo 
any privileges ol the kind. 

Sergeant Blake said he knew Nowland to 
be a respectable man, and that Saunders was 
a person very much mixed up with I he squaws. 

.Mr. Pembci'toil said that Saunders had done 
wrong in assuming authority, and thus exciting 
the other man to indignation. They had both 
committed a breach of the peace, so he lined 
Ihem each 50s. 

Dick Baker, a character well known lo the 
police, arrested (or holding back and using 
threats to the officer who took the defendants 
in the above case to jail, was ordered lo fur- 
nish his own recognizance for A'lo to be of 
good behavior for three months.

Editor Bitmsn Colonist: Stu— In refer- 
ence tu the eluiige of using limine severity in 
punishing one of my pupils, which 1 wus bum- 
inoncu ti> answer before Mr. Pomberton, anil on 
which he expressed one of those opinions which 
sometimes gives his friends very much surprise, 
you will please allow me to make Ihe explanation 
anil apology tu Ihe public, before whom the ease 
has been brought ill yiiur report, which I tendered 
ill vain to the magistrate anil the plaintiff. 

'I he hoy in question was not only stupid, as 1 
said, hut what is essential to the fair representa- 
tion of the ease, lie was so niullled up ia a pack 
of du>,ty old clothes nnd seemed k> callous that 
there waa no reasonable means whereby I might 
have known that my one foot deal square (like a 
joiner's pencil) which 1 used only as a aeccssury 
und beneficial stimulus, not now needing us ut first 
n cane for regular punishment in my school, 
would occasion the bruised and discolored skin 
which the boy's shoulder exhibited. Tho unani- 
mous testimony of my scholars concurs with this 
statement; and after all it remains for their par- 
ents anil others who know me to decide whether 
mine be not at least us competent undjudicious an 
opinion as that of the Burgeon and justice w ho 
havo boon culled on to interfere in what is pro- 
verbially a very difficult mailer. So soon us 1 
knew of the ease, I offored to pay Ihe surgeon's
